Seamen on En glish Coast Earn Money 
by Selling Old Proj ectiles 
to the Adm iralty. 


Shot picking is the “a r t ” of retrie v­ 
ing shot and shell from the bottom of 
the nea. 
In o rd er to practice 
this 
profession now adays a m an m ust he 
in possession of a boat, plenty of cour­ 
age and a license. 
T arget practice Is carried on almost 
every day at 
P ortsm outh, England, 
and tho adm iralty are willing to pay 
¡i good price for shells which are re­ 
covered from sand luniks and shallow 
w ater. 
Shot pickers go o ut to sea in boats, 
watch the firing intently while it Is in 
progress, and then, as soon a s the last 
shot lias settled In the w ater, dis­ 
perse in various directions in order 
to discover the shells. 
Those are located by m ean s of a 
long line w eighted with lead, which 
has ¡i small buoy fix ed at one end. 
Tlds end is throw n overboard, and the 
boat is rowed slowly in a semicircle.

against any shell tha t Is projecting 
above the sand.
